governor of his native state. The 
justice of the justice which the extra- 
diting governor sought to dispense 
was brought into debate and while the 
law was clear on all points, discus- 
sion was widespread, sides were taken 
and much interest was manifested.

Wheat Situation 


During the month of August the 
price of wheat for No. 1 Northern in 
store Fort William rose 6%, and at 
Liverpool Canadian wheat increased 
in price 5%, cents, yet at the same 
time at. Liverpool Argentine and 
Australian wheat only rose a fraction 


;of a cent. 


Apparently thcre was a sharper de- 
mand at Liverpool for Canadian 
wheat than for other export sorts, ex- 
plainable' no dcubt because of prepar- 
ations being made for “stocking up” 
for the then expected war. 

Since August 31st, however, the Oc- 
tober future on the Winnipeg market 
has gone up from 59 cents on August 
31st to 80 cents at this moment of 
writing, registering a rise of 21 cents 


{in six market days. 


The simple cuuse of this, of course, 
is that war was declared by Great 
Britain on September 3rd, and the 
price rise is a 1atural reaction, par- 
ticularly when one considers that the 
price of Canadian wheat, even at 80 
cents for No. 1 Northern, Fort Wil- 
liam, is well below the present day 
average cost of production. 

At the beginning of the last war in 
the fall of 1914, the price of No. 1 
Northern, Fort William, was 95'¢ 
cents on July 31st. War was declar- 
ed by Great Britain on August 4th, 
1914, and wheat took a steady rise 
from 95% cents on July 31st to a peak 
of $1.16% by August 26th. It then 
stayed within a few cents of this 
price until the end of November, when 
a steady climb took place week by 
week which reached a peak for that 
movement of $1.56%- by February 
19th, 1915. Prices then fell back un- 
til by September 7th, 1915, they were 
down to 88% cents, actually ower 
than the price registered on July 31st 
on the eve of the declaration of war. 
From this point, however, prices rose 
with irregular fluctuations, attaining 
a peak of $3.00 by May 11th, 1917. 

It is to be noted, however, that there 
is a much larger surplus of wheat 
both in Canada, in the United States 
and in the Argentine at the start of 
this present war than there was at 
the beginning’ of the World War in 
1914,

WISDOM TEETH . 


The third molars, or wisdom teeth, are particularly liable -to cause 
scrious illness and even death because of the frequency with which 
we have trouble in “cutting” them. The complications most often arise 
between the ages of twenty and thirty but may occur at any fime after 
adolescence even into advanced old age. Men and women suffer equally 
but in both sexes the trouble is more often in the lower than in the 
upper jaw.. The most common mishap is that only the front half of 
the wisdom tooth comes through and the gum forms a hood over: the 
back half of the crown. Infection creeps under this haod and dangerous 
germs thrive in this little cavern. Attempts to remove a wisdom tooth 
while the gum around it is infected may result in a fatal spread of the 


infection. F : : 
-Extraction of wisdom teeth is, however, an easy matter if taken in 


time. Abnormalities in the development of the third molars can be recog- . 
nized by X-ray examination by the age of eleven years: that is to say 
several years before they are likely to cause any trouble. The time will 
probably come when careful parents will seek a dental X-ray of their chil- 
dren at this age to be sure that all is well and in order to forestall danger- 
ous maldevelopment. The dental surgeon who recognizes abnormality at 
the age of eleven will continue to make X-ray observations of the tooth
